Courier to 
Dunkirk.)—Just one hour ago King Al- 
bért haltéd his white horse at’the Flan- 
ders Gate of his capital city of Brus- 
sels; ‘and’ Burgomaster Max- stepped 
from the throng of Municipal Council- 
ors to, greet him. By the King’s side 
was_the Queen,’ a slender afigure in. a 
fawn-colored riding habit, with a close- 
fitting fur toque...

MAY REDUCE NUMBER 
OF TELEGRAPH OFFICES | 


Reported Western Union and Pes- 
tal Will Be Housed Together 
—Cable Service Delay. 


Though the Government continued 
yesterday to keep the officials of the 
telegraph and cable: companies unin- 
formed as to the actual methods to be 
followed in controlling the lines, an of- 
ficial asserted that some inkling of the 
Postmaster General's plans was being 
obtained.

WORK OF CHILDREN’S AID. 


2,312 Boys and Girls Under Super- 
vision During Year. 


A resumé of the work of the Children’s 
Ald Society presented yesterday at the 
annual meeting at I East Twenty- 
second Street shows that during the 
year the society had under supervision 
in families 2,312 children, of whom 314 
were placed in homes during the fiscal 
year. Five hundred and thirty-eight 
children with their parents were as- 
sisted to go West, 388 were cared for at 
the farm for boys, 2,504 boys and girls 
were sheltered in lodging houses, 469 
homeless. mothers with their babies 
were looked after, and nearly 8,000 chil- 
dren were benefited by the Eresh Air 
Fund, while more than 9,000 were taught 
in industrial schools. ,In addition -to 
these activities the soolety distributed 
large quantities of clothing and cared 
for the teéth of speey: little nee in its 
dental lirics, beside -serving 516,000 
meals to. school children.

Many New York City Organizations 
Represented in-the Division. 


. When the 27th Division, composed, ex- 
cept for scattering thousards, exclusive- 
ly of this State’s former National Guard, 
began to filter qut of Camp Wadsworth, 
at Spartanburg,:S. C., early last May, 
its strength in round numbers was 30,000 
officers and men.
